The  following  tips 
are  offered  to  avoid 
some  of  the  most  conv 
mon  injuries  encoun 
tered  in  home  improve 
ment  work: 

1.  If  unaccustomed  to 
physical  labor,  avoid 
lifting  heavy  objects.

2.  If  the  project  calls 
for  reaching  high  plac 
es.  use  a  ladder  —  anc 
never  try  to  use  a  make 
shift  platform,  boxes  or 
chairs.  Inspect  ladders 
before  using,  for  de 
fects  such  as  loose 
rungs  and  weakened 
hinaes. 

Always  have  a  helper 
standing  by  at  the  bot 
torn  of  the  ladder,  t( 
hand  up  things  as  need 
ed.  and  to  prevent  th< 
ladder  from  sliding. 

H.  When  working 
with  power  tools,  make 
sure  they  are  properly 
grounded  to  avoid  the 
possibility  of  shock. 
Check  the  manufac- 
turer's instructions  and 
obsei-ve  all  recommend 
ed  safety  procedures  no 
matter  how  trival  they 
might  seem.
